Tbe ordinary state of the heart in 
healthy people is one of Irritability, 
but in the soldier of five or six years’ 
service the irritability is so great that 
It constantly affects his temper. 

The soldier wears such tight clothing 
that his heart has not room to beat 
freely, and the perpetual struggle to 
do its work under difficulties Injures 
it. Tbe soldiers’ trousers are tight at 
the waist. His coat is buttoned as 
tightly as possible and very often he 
squeezes himself with a belt. 

Then when on the march his chest 
is compressed by tbe weight of his 
knapsack, canteen, great coat and 
heavy cartridge belt. 

If you watch a company of soldiers 
wben they are doing a long march, 
you will observe tbat most of them 
have flushed faces, red ears, red noses, 
swollen necks—showing that the heart 
Is greatly overtaxed. Some, on the 
other hand, are pale, which proves that 
their hearts are not equal to the work 
thrown on them. 

When, after a very long march, the 
men have to deploy into fighting order, 
and perbaps rush a hill, a very large 
number break down altogether. Their 
overstrained hearts never become 
really strong and healthy again.— 
Answers.

A Consecrated Violin. 

Some violins are valuable be¬ 
cause of their age; some are val¬ 
ued because of the fame of the 
maker; some are of value because 
of their history. The violin of 
which I write is not old; its mak¬ 
er is not famous; but It has a his¬ 
tory—at least a story well Worth 
the telling. About twenty-three 
years ago Erastus McClure was 
born in South Carolina at Crabtree, 
where his grandfather was an ear¬ 
ly settler at the beginning of the 
century. Until Erastus was four 
years old he Was iu perfect health, 
quick iu movement and exceeding¬ 
ly active. Then his right side was 
paralyzed* and he has never recov¬ 
ered the use ol it. He says of him¬ 
self: “I cannot talk good, I can¬ 
not go to church and Sunday 
school like other people* because I 
cannot help myself.” When Eras¬ 
tus was thirteen years old his fath¬ 
er died. There was not much in 
store for the boy* or much in his 
life; but a missionary found him, 
and an interest was created in his 
heart. In 1898, when he was twen¬ 
ty-one years old* he first saw a lit¬ 
tle Sunday school primer* and un * 


Insects kn4 tlie Flowers. 

The colors of flowers are devices by 
which insects are enabled to find and 
fertilize them. Without these insect 
visits many plants would be unable to 
form seed and would cease to exist. 
The common red clover, for example, 
If protected from Insects by nets, will 
not seed. Many gaps would thus be 
formed, and the surviving species, 
striving to occupy the vacant spaces, 
would widely alter the present distinc¬ 
tion of plants and stimulate the pro¬ 
duction of new forms. Further, with¬ 
out colored flowers the insects that live 
on plant nectar could find no food, and 
many species of bees, butterflies and 
moths would die out. The results of 
this extinction would be farreaching 
both for gain and loss. We might cease 
to obtain honey; but, on the other 
hand, the depredations of hosts of rav¬ 
enous/grubs, the larvae of moths and 
butterflies, would come to an end, while j 
such birds as are now dependent for 
food Upon these insects would perish, 
Farreaching, indeed, would be the ef¬ 
fects produced In the complex system 
of nature by the loss of colors in flow¬ 
ers, The tame and neutral aspect of 
our forests and gardens would be 
among the least important of resulting 
changes. 


How to Remove the Dirt Which 
,, Time Accumulates. 

’ Take the picture from its frame and 
11 lay it on a large table, face upward, 
it Have a bowl of tepid water and a good 
sized sponge in readiness. 
s Peel a large white potato and cut it 
in half. Then, with the sponge and 
water, go carefully over the entire sur¬ 
face of the picture. In case it is badly 
h cracked, as so many old paintings are, 
let the sponge be fairly dry, for if the 
g water should ooze under the paint it 
might crack more. Now take the po- 
Q tato, and with the smooth side go over 
a the entire surface while it is wet. 
r ; Do not scrub hard, as that is apt to 
f stretch the canvas and necessitate its 
being taken off the stretcher. The po¬ 
tato should move in a circular motion, 
9 which should be kept up until the ean- 
1 vas is in a lather. 

The dirt ylll soon begin to soften 
and make the lather quite black. Keep 
rubbing until all tbe stains and spots 
3 disappear and then wash carefully and 
b very thoroughly with tepid water and 
* the sponge. 

j Unless the dirt has beea varnished 
in, a picture will usually readily re- 
1 spond to this treatment, but in case it 
will not tbe following method is almost 
3 sure to give the desired result; 

, Double a heavy blanket twice and 
r sprinkle it freely with alcohol; then 
turn the picture in its frame face 
i downward over ft. 

The fumes of the alcohol will soon 
begin to rise and loosen the dirt. It 
, will al&o clarify the varnish and give 
' It the appearance of havin’g been just 
' | applied. The picture should be kept 
over the alcohol until all the spots 
have disappeared from its surface and 
left It fresh and bright in color. 

The portrait should then be sponged 
with tepid water and placed where it 
will dry slowly. Never use any soap 
on an oil painting. It may remove the 
dirt, but the chemicals in it are sure 
i to do damage, though the immediate 
j result muy be very pleasing, Many a 
j good picture has been ruined by soap 
and a scrubbing brush. 

After a picture haa been cleaned It 
should be varnished with picture var- 
i nish. 


radish. Add a gill of cold water and 
the same quantity of vinegar. Bake In 
a slow oven for 35 minutes. Serve 
cold, the herrings being arranged neat¬ 
ly on a dish and the sauce strained 
over them. 


How to Make Potato Snow. 

Beat into two cupfuls of hot mashed 
potato two tablespoonfuls of cream, 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a dash 
of cayenne and celery salt Beat this 
thoroughly with a sliver fork; then fold 
and beat In carefully the whites of 
three eggs beaten very stiff. Press 
this through a vegetable press or col¬ 
ander into a shallow dish, and serve at 
once. 


How to Fat Birds. 

To dissect a small hot bird or even 
one that has got cold is a delicate un¬ 
dertaking, and despite the edict for¬ 
bidding fingers and partridge wings to 
come in contact the best bred men and 
women follow the lead of her gracious 
majesty the queen of England and 
daintily eat the leg or wing of a small 
broiled bird while holding it In the 
Angers. 

Of course where a sauce Is served 
with the bird It must be separated and 
eaten with knife and fork. 


The Arab Mare. 

The Arab Is regarded as the first of 
horsemen and the Arab mare as the 
perfect steed. The Arab’s idea of 
horse taming is of the simplest. The 
colt Is treated from the first as a mem¬ 
ber of the family, like the Irish peas¬ 
ant’s pig. It goes in and out of the 
tents and is so familiarized with the do¬ 
ings of that extraordinary creature 
man that there is never any need of 
breaking It In. 

The Bedouin is very careful of his 
mare. He does not mount her when 
he sets out to play his usual tricks 
upon travelers. He rides a camel to 
which the mare is tethered. Not until 
the caravan is in sight does he mount 
the mare and give chase. There is, by 
the way, an impression that the Bedouin 
Is a bloody minded person, who would 
as lief take your life as not. This la 
unfair to him; he Is a thief of very 
peaceable inclinations and much pre¬ 
fers to effect any necessary transfer of 
property with as little bother as possi¬ 
ble.—Good Words. 


How to Bake Mutton Chops. 

Rub tbe chops with salt and white 
pepper and dredge lightly with flour. 
Place them In a shallow baking pan 
with half a cupful of water and cook 1 
for 15 minutes In a very liot oven. 
Serve them on a hot platter with but¬ 
ter, a little lemon Juice and currant 
jelly. 




How to Make Ptnk Cream. 

Boil four ounces of ground rice in a 
quart of milk, adding two ounces of 
butter, two ounces of sugar and any 
flavoring liked. Stir after the rice Is 
added to the milk and for 20 minutes 
after it boils till it is a smooth custard. 
Color the rice to a pretty pink with 
Cochineal. Spread the bottom of a 
glass dish with strawberry preserves, 
and when cool pour the rice over the 
jam till the dish Is full. Set aside till 
cold and then scatter desiccated cocoa- 
nut over the surface.
